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DANGEROUS GROUNDS 

Spain Coming in Conflict With 
the United States. 

IT IS A QUESTION OF TARIFF. 



The President May I a Proelamation 

||luipotlng "Discriminating Flag Dulles" 
Vpon Spanish, Cuban ami Porto Itleau 
Import* Into the United State* A Simi- 
lar Cane. ltecailed. 

Washington, Dee. 27.— Unless the 
Spanish government within a very short 
time indicates its purpose to remove the 
restrictions now placed on American 
commerce with the Spanish West In- 
dies by the imposition of the maximum 
tariff on American commodities it is 
probable that the president will issue a 
proclamation imposing "discriminating 
flag duties" upon Spanish, Cuban and 
Porto Rican imports iuto the United 
States. 

The intimation of this purpose on the 
part of the preside ut is distinctly con- 
veyed in a requost reoeived by the treas- 
ury department from the department of 
state to furuish it with detailed infor- 
mation as to the amount of such im- 
ports, and a list of the vessels carrying 
the Spanish flag which trade with our 
ports. It was the original intention of 
the state department to have recourse to 
the power of prohibition of Spanish 
trade conveyed by the act of 1890, but, 
as this power has never yet been exer- 
cised, and as it probably has been 
deemed best to follow iu the lino of pre- 
cedent, it is quite clear that the depart- 
ment has fallen back: upon Section 422S 
of the l'ovised statutes. 

A paragraph of the old Morrill tariff 
act which still stands on the statute 
books imposes a duty of 10 per cent in 
addition to all other duties ui>ou goods 
brought into the United States iu ships 
of foreign countries, unless they are ex- 
pressly relieved frOII! the additional duty 
by treaty. These are known as '•dis- 
criminating Hag duties." Section 4228 
above inferred to authoriy.es (he presi- 
dent to suspend the henelits conferred 
by the discriminating flag statute on 
being satisfied that any country is dis- 
criiuinating against the United States 
in the mailer of trade. 

It is a singular fact that the only 
country whicn has so far felt the f orce 
of this provision of law || the very one 
■gainst whicn it is to be again Mud, 
Jn 1MH0 our relations with Spain were 
so strained that President Cleveland is- 
■Ued B proolaroattoD reciting that Spain 
had failed to carry out the first article 
of the commercial agreement signed at 
Madrid Fob. 18, 1884, a Inch stipulated 
that the differential flag duties should 
be removed nt once from the United 
States products entering Cuba and 
Porto Boca. 

Being satisfied that higher and dis 
criminating duties had been Imposed, 
he therefore revoked the suspension of 
the discriminating customs duties im- 
posed iu the ports of the United States 
upon Cuban and Porto Ettoau products 
coining under the Spanish flag. The 
el act of this Retina by the president was 
almost instantaneous, for iu 14 day.-, 
thereafter ne issued another proelaina 
tioii stating that by an agreement en 
Cored into thai day (Oc. 27, 1880), Spain 
bad removed the source of our com 
plaint and he consequently again re 
stored her to treatment Under the 
favored nation clause of our treaties. 

Treasury officials, at the request of 
the state department, are engaged in 
collecting statistics showing the volume 
of the trade that would be affected by a 
repetition of his action iu 1886 by the 
president. It appears that the Spanish 
colonies would get much the worst of 
it. The tables show that during 'ho 
fiscal year ended June 80, last, Cuba 
alone exported to the United States 
goods of the aggregate value of $76,- 
678,201, and took from us goods to the 
amount of only $19,800,887. Porto Rica 
sent us in the same time goods valued 
ut 19,18^,984, and received iu return 
goods to the amount of #2,706,046. 
With the direct trade with Spain the 
case was reversed, for exports that 
country amounted to fl.1, 1 14,0715, as 
ugaiust imports amounting to *4.265,- 
6<6. 

The tariff differences between Spain 
and the United States are being watched 
with keen iuterest by other sugar pro- 
ducing countries, particularly Hawaii 
uud brazil, as the execution of Secre- 
tary Gresham's tlireat to discriminate 
against Cuban products will create a 
heavy doiuand for raw Bngar, now 
brought almost exclusively from Culm. 

Mr. Hastings, the charge of the Ha- 
waiian legation, is an interested ob- 
server of tiie Spanish negotiations. The 
Hawaiian sugar planters have been giv- 
ing close at lent urn to Cuba of late, 
many of them visiting the island and 
studying the <# ban processes of making 
sugar. One Ol UMa wrote Mr. Hastings 
recently of the antiquated methods pre 

Tailing, and anothei Hawaiian planter 

pointed out to him that the Cubans got 
but 25 tons of cane and two tons of ac- 
tual sugar to the acre. The Hawaiian* 
thought that double this yield should 
be obtained and that Cuban plain at ions 
could not exist if cut off from the United 
StateB market. Being only 100 miles 
from this country, they depend eutirely 
on it for disposing of their great prod- 
uct. Hawaii would expect to benefit if 
Cuba were shut out. The Hawaiian* 
expect soon to conclude European 
treaties. 

Minister Thurston has written Mr. 
Hastings briefly from Lisbon to the 
effect that his triD to Spaiu is proving 
entirely ■atisfactory- The minister has 
visited many European countries for 
the purpose of inducing them to renew 
their treatiea of commerce and amity 
with th. new reuublib of the Pacific. 



He has also sought to make arrange- 
ments for immigration to Hawaii of the 
better classes of the laborers. While 
he gives no exact details, the teuor of 
his letters indicates success. He will 
return to Wusniugtou about Jan. 15.

Washington, Dec. 27.— The senate

nore or less vandalism within the peel 

lew years. Less than a week ago some 
One entered the closets on the ground 
ItflQt aud broke several bowls and Tues- 
ilay or Tuesday night the barber shop 
was robbed of all its portables iu tho 
way of razors and sheers, while other 
articles were wantonly destroyed. 

These acts have been of but very little 
consequence in themselves, but they 
have created some apprehensions In tho 
mind of the executive officials of the 
Mnate who fear that the vandals may 
Deal turn their attention to the valuable 
pit -lures and statutes which adorn too 
building, or poBsibly to the archives on 
file in various rooms, many of which 
could be reached with comparatively 
little effort by any one who had once 
gained access to the building. 

There seems to be as yet no definite 
theory on the part of any one in expla- 
nation of the depredations, but the of- 
ficials generally consider that they 
might have been prevented if the Capi- 
tol police force, which numbers only six 
men to the watch, had been larger. 

tlrave Ilobbery. 

btDlAXirout, Dec. 27 —The villages 
of White.and aud Groouwood, just 
south of tins city, are highly excited 
over a grave robbery whicn occurred iu 
the cemetery of the Greenwood associa 
tion. James R. Curry, ex-shun rf of 
Johnson aud one of the most prominent 
men in tiie county, was burieaoue week 
ago. A few nights ago ghouls were 
seen in the cemetery aud in vestigatiou 
showed that Curry's grave was empiy. 
Yesterday a largo delegation of Green- 
wood citizens came to tins city to ex- 
amine the medical colleges, but found 
no body that could be identified as 
Curry. A later search rcsultod in the 
discovery of the body in an undertaking 
establishment in this city uudissccied. 
An effort will be made to prosecute the 
grave robbers. 

Catfcolk Priest boshed Op, 
Wilmington, Del., Deo. 27.— Roliu 
Raziszcski, who claims he is a Catholic 
priest from Chicago, is locked up here 
charged with obtaining money under 
fu se pretenses. He called on FMhef 
Leo, pastor of the Irish Catholio church, 
aud, representing that he was a mem- 
ber of the Independent Catholic church, 
aud had been ordered here by Arch- 
bishop Villate, asked for money to pay 
his expenses to Washington, lie said 
he Wits going there to. see Mgr. Satolli 
with a new to reinstatement as a mem- 
ber of the regular Catholic church. 
Father Leo gave him the money, and 
the next day the man again appeared in 
an intoxicated condition, wbereupou he 
was arrested. 

I'iikm nger Trains Collide. 

Waxahachik, Tex., Dec. '.v.— A seri- 
ous wreck occurred here yesterday even- 
ing. Two passenger trains collide!. 
The Katy south-bound and the west- 
bound Houston aud Texas Central col- 
lided at a crossing one mile north of 
tliis city. The trains were both heavily 
loaded with passe tigers. It soems quite 
miraculous that more were not injured. 
Seventeen are reported to havo been hurt 
in the wreck. It is thought two of the 
passengers will die. The engino of tho 
Katy ran into the rear couch of the 
Houston and Texas Central, striking it 
about midway, tearing the seats up and 
scattering the coach fixtures about pro- 
miscuously. 

Reprieve O ranted. 

Jkkkerson City, Mo., Dec. 27. — Gov- 
ernor Stone has granted Heury Kaiser 
and Jacob Heinze, two St. Louis mur- 
derers, coudeipned to die Jan. 3, a re- 
prieve until Jan. 81. These men are 
charged with the murder of a traveling 
man named Brown, who was held aj 
and killed some time ago. The alleged 
murderers wore convicted on the testi- 
mony of u colored woman named 
Mogines, whose statements have been 
discredited. This reprieve was granted 
in order to enable the St. Louis author- 
ities to inako an investigation. 

Churchill's Condition. 

London, Dec. 27. — Lord Randolph 
Churchill had brief intervals of con- 
sciousness yesterday. His wife is de- 
voted in her attention to him, rarely 
leaving his bedside. There has been a 
constant succession of aristocratic call- 
ers at the ( 'hurchill residence. No. 50 
Grosveuor square, aud Princess Clin 
tian has sent a telegram to Lady Rai 
dolph Churchill expressing sympathy 
with her. 

Anothei- Armenian Complaint. 

London, Dec. 27.— A dispatch to The 
Daily New* from Odessa states that 
Armenian iefugees are arriving at 
Sarakainysch iu a wretched condition. 
They declare that many of their com- 
patriots have boon obliged to adopt 
islatuisiu to save their lives aud the 
honor of their wives aud daughters.

The derelict bark Southern Chief, which 
was abandoned last Friday off Cape 
Flattery, was towed into port yesterday. 
Her masts and rigging und cargo of 
960,000 feet of lamber are in good con- 
dition.

London, Dec. *7.— A dispatch to The 
Standard from Berlin says thut the 
Mohammedan inhabitants ofJTurfan, 
Kashmir, are in open rebellion, desiring 
to shako off the yoke of China and 
found an independent government un- 
der Russian suzeroiutv.

Investigating the Matson Murder. 

Topkka,' Dec. 27.— At the coroner s 
inquest over the body or** Mrs. Matson, 
two negroes testified they met her nuv 
baud on the streets of Tope..* only a 
few days be ore 'b* murder was sup- 
posed to have been commuted. The* 
asserted positively it was Matson, as 
they had sjokeu to him. Not much 
credence is given to their testimony, as 
it is reasonably well kuowu Matson was 
in California, where he had gone three 
years ago. Mr. Matson, of Adrian. 
Mich., a relative of the murdered 
woman, is in the city working on tho 
case, and will investigate the negroes' 
atory. 

The JattOf Went to Sleep. 
Pkkry, O T., Dec. 27 — Ira M. Ter- 
rell, who has been twice couviuted of 
the murder of William Embree, and 
who is under sentence to the iieuiteu- 
tiary for 12 years. Tuesday night ob- 
tained access to the corridor of tho jail, 
ostensibly to write a Christmas letter to 
his wife. The jailor fell asleep, and 
Terrell opened the door aud walked 
away. He waa a member of the first 
legislature of Oklahoma, and killed 
William Embree in Guthrie as the re- 
sult of a land contest. 

Indians Can Sell Their Dead Timber. 

Washington, Dec. 17.— The president 
has authorized the Indians on the 

White Earth and Red Lane ludiau res- 
ervations in Minnesota to out and sell 

the dead timber on their reservations, 
aggregating between •io.OOO.OOU and 80,- 
000,000 feet, deetrored by fires and cy- 
clones during the past three years. The 
aale of timber 00 the allotted lands of 
Indians on the Bi»d river reservation iu 
Wisconsin to J, B, Stearns has also been 
authorised. 

Fifteen Shots Fxehanged. 

Wichita, Kan., Dec. 37.— At Dicker- 
son, Charles Carson found his wife with 
J. H. Tiucher, und without a word 
opened fire on the couple. Tinoher re- 
turned tho tire, and 1j shots were ex- 
changed. Mrs. Cm-sou was hit iu the 
side, Carson in the shoulder and Tiuch- 
er in the left breast uud right leg. The 
woman's wound is probably fatal. Car- 
sou and Tiucher, who are under arrest, 
are but slightly hurt

Jake UopPi 7.") years old, a highly PS- 
spected citizen, together with his age I 
wife, lived near PerKiusville, a small 
village, where they conducted a coun- 
try mercantile store. 

At 12 o'clock Saturday night two 
shots were tired through the windows 
of the house in which ( oppaud his w ile 
were sleeping, instantly killing the old 
man. The murderers tnen pillaged the 
store and attempted to burn it and the 
residence. Indignant neighbor* were 
soou in search of the gui.ty partial. 
Suspicion pointed to a negro named Dan 
McDonald and a half breed Indian 

named Will Carter, who previonaiy 
boasted of having slaiu two negro men 
and an Indian wouiau. 

Before the posse reached McDonald's 
house they were joined by Carier, who, 
by Ins over zealous efforts to implicate 
McDonald, sealed his own fate. Mc- 
Donald attempted to escape when he 
espied the armed men, but was riddled 
with bullets. The halfbreed was taken 
to the swamp and hanged. The sto:en 
plunder was found in tne dead negro's 
house, and his wife admitted that Ale 
Donald and t arter killed Copp. 

Mo ( -.■ For Pugilist*. 

Pitts Hi' no, Doc. 27.— As an outcome 
of the Marshall-Sullivan prize light on 
Monday night, last, in the heart Of the 
city, an order has been laaned from po- 
lice headquarters to arrest all of the 
professional pugilists found in Pitts- 
burg. Jerry Marshall, the colored 
featherweight, who has been here for 
several inoutiis without visible means 
of support, was the first one to be garn- 
ered in. He was arrested last night as 
a suspicious character. Jerry Sulovuu, 
the boston man, who fought Marshall 
on Monthly night, will \» arrested on 
sight, and any others who can not give 
a good account of themselves will share 
Marshall's fate uuless I hey leave tne 
city. 

War in laMUnMMOi 

San Fiiam ihco, Dec. 27. --Three more 
companies liavo withdrawn from the 
Pacific InanrattOa union. The compact 
is on the verge of dissolution und a seri- 
ous war iu insurance rates is Imminent. 
Throe companies which have joined 
with Arthur F. MoGili of the Phoenix 
aud Home in leaving the union to its 
fate are the Commercial union, the Fire- 
men's Fund and the Home Mutual. 
They arc rated among tiie strongest 
companies doing business on tho coast 
and it is believed that their action w ill 
be a death blow to the tottering coin- 
pact. 

laualatattOM Commissioners to Meet. 

Washington, Dec. 27. — The immi- 
gration commissioners at the various 
ports of the United (States have been re- 
guested by Secretary ( iurlislo to attend 
an important conference of immigra- 
tion commissioners to be held at Ellis 
Island on Friday next. The chiet ob- 
ject of the gathering is to make an effort 
to have the rales governing the immi- 
gration department at tail port adopted 
at other ports. The principal idea m to 
accentuate the scrutiny of foreigners 
coming to this country and keep oui the 
undesirable.

Ei.wooi), lud., Dec. 27. — David Jones, 
the wealthy farmer, who is unable to 
sleep, has passed his i*8d day aim night 
without sleep and still there is no relief 
in sight. He continues sound in other 
respects, aud he has only lost Im- 
pounds in flesh since his sleepless period 
set in. Medical men claim that his 
cose is without a parallel. He lies 
down ut night and his rest does him 
good, but lie only rests for an hour at a 
time. Mr. Jones says that he feels as 
though he never would sleep again. 

Ii.ii 1 1* All Right. 

Kansas City, Deo. 27.— Dr. R. P. 
Waring, health officer, has issued a gen- 
eral statement of the result of the trial 
of the auti-toxiue remedy for diphthe 
ria in Kansas City. His opinion, brief 
ly, is that auti-toxiue is almost uni- 
formly efficacious if used when the dis- 
ease first appears, or, at least, before 
blood poisoning sets in. Out of ao 
oases all but four lived, and the doctor 
shows that the disease was too far ad- 
vanced in these cases when auti-toxiue 
administered.

PLOT TO ESCAPE FRUSTRATED. 



A Timeij Dlaeoverj Prevents the Pinna i»e-

CWVM Is Now Dead 
and Auol her I- lladly Wounded l»e- 
tulls of the Tragedy. 

Coht MUt s, Dec. 27,- -The story of an 
uprising among the convicts in the Ohio 

penitentiary i telegraphed to many pa- 

pen throughout the country, is a gross 
exaggeration of facts. A plot had been 
laid by khfea prisoner! to kill a guard 
who had incurred their displeasure by 
reporting than tor an infraction of the 
rules, but none of the other prisoners 
were aware of the plot. 

When it is stated that there are over 
'.•.OOO prisoners iu the penitentiary, the 
absurdity of the reported uprising can 
better be understood. Last Monday 
Guard J. S. Temple of Columbiana 
county, reported Joseph O'Day, John 
Burke and John Bird, all short term 
prisoners, for refusal to obey orders. 
The three convicts are desperate char- 
acters, and uotified (iuard Temple that 
he wonld be "done up" Wednesday 



Guards Felton aud Butler, and Sub- 
guard Miller rushed to (iuard Temple's 
aaeittanoe, and by threatening to use 
their canes made the convicts desist, 
As soon as he was free, Guard Temple, 
crazed by the blow on his head, drew 
his revolver and fired four shots at his 
ussailauts, killing O'Day and wounding 
Reubeu Gardner, a prisoner who had 
not participated in the assault, iu the 
thigh. 

O'Day was sent to the penitentiary 
from ( uyalioga couuty, this state, hut 
claims to be a native of South Dakota, 
and has two brothers, Job! and Daniel, 
now living iu Deadwood. Ho waa IN 
years old. (iuard Temple is in a seri- 
ous condition.

Martin is not expected to live. A 
warrant was i*Nued, ami Woods was ar- 
rested. 

Heal W orks rieWaMa. 
LoitAiN, 0,| Dec. 27. — General Man- 
ager Sup]ies, of the Johnson company's 
steel plant at their place, is authority for 
the statement that on Christmas eve a 
deal wus closed between his company 
and tho Carnegie Steel company, by 
which the lutter acquires a lar^e amount 
of laud adjoining Bluck river, Lorain, 
opposite the Johnson plant, on which 
immense steel works, employing .i.oon 
men, will be erected duriug the coming 
year. For some time past the Carnegie 
company has been prospecting with a 
view of securing the location for a steel 
plant on Lake Lrie.

He Recently Closed a Very Successful

London, Dec. 87.— The British atvam 
er Abydos, Captain True, from Valen 
cia on Not. 28 for Livorpool, which put 
into Alnieria on Dec. 2 with her circu- 
lating pump out of order, subsequently 
resuming her voyage, is believed to 
have foundered off the coast of Erin, 
Isle of Mun, during the recent Rule.
